RUSSIAN ACTIVITIES 

REPORTED IN SIBERIA. 
RODERICK MATHESON.

Tokio, February 24.—A_ reliable 
correspondent at Harbin states that 
there is no doubt of Russian military 
activities in Siberia, where local troops 
are gathering on the Manchurian bor- 
der, augmented by troops arriving 
from Russia. Foreign travelers are’ 
allowed no stop-overs in any point in 
Siberia. 

Harbin is seething with rumors of 
an impending revolution against Gen- 
eral Chang Tso-Lin, the Manchurian 
war lord. Police are making nunier- 
ous arrests and seizing communist and 
Kuomintang literature. One foreign 
consul at Harbin states he has defi- 
nite information regarding troop 
movements in Siberia and also an of- 
ficial report of a battle near Po- 
granitchnia, between Chinese troops 
and Manchurian bandits. About 200 
were killed among the bandit dead be- 
ing several Russians carrying papers 
revealing a Russian plot to encourage 
and assist bandits against General 
Chang. 

Foreign residents do not believe re- 
ports that the Russian troops are in- 
tended to aid the Manchurian revolu- 
tion by crossing the border, but be- 
lieve they are concentrating in order 
to encourage a revolution and prevent 
General Chang from diverting his 
whole strength against the Cantonese.

Lack of 
funds was given by the commissioner 
as the reason for the informal opening. 

While the new institution has ac- 
commodation facilities for approxi- 
mately 200 patients, only 100 can be 
taken care of under the present main- 


tenance fund, Dr. Abercrombie said. 
State health officers, he said, had 


hopes of obtaining from the last gen- 
eral assembly sufficient appropriation 
for the maintenance of both the old 
and the new institutions at Alto. “We 
asked for $250,000 for maintenance,” 
he said, “and we received $100,000.” 

Plans are underway, however, he 
pointed out, te seek ample appropria- 
tion at the next session of the legisla- 
ture for the continuance of both insti- 
tutions, the old one to be maintained 
for negro tubercular patients.

JUDSON HARMON. 


Judson Harmon, of Ohio, for 
forty-odd years a stalwart leader in 
democratic politics, was the “grand 
old man of his party.” He was 
81 years old when he died Tues- 
day, and had remained in the active 
practice of law until two weeks be- 
fore the end. 3

A Michigan man occupies the pulpit 
today. He does as I say, and so -I 
am glad to let him say as I do: 

Ludington, Mich. 
January 19, 1927. 
Dr. William Brady, 
Dear Sir— 

You are wrong when you call con- 
stipation a habit. It is not even 4a 
habit. It simply does not exist, except 
in the imagination.

Moreover. numerous medical au- 
thorities fight shy of tobaeco, and 
athletes in training are forbidden to 
use it during the preparatory periods. 
I am not a strong believer in regula- 
tions of the sort you name. But at 
least they suggest a desire for protec- 
tion from what can become in its 
excessive addicts a dirty habit and 
one frequently oblivious to the com- 
fort and even the safety of other peo-

The reference to Jesus in the work 

of Roman and Jewish. historians of 
the first century are very few indeed. 
Josephus, the Jewish historian. in the 
18th and 20th book of his well-known 
work, “Jewish Antiquities,” mentions 
the name of Jesus twice. A_ few 
modern scholars regard these refer- 
ences as later interpolations by Chris- 
tian writers, but the majority, while 
asserting that some things have been 
added, claim that the reference to 
Jesus is genuine. Pliny, the Roman 
historian, in a letter to Trajan in 

0 A. D. refers to Christ and His fol- 
lowers, and Tacitus, in his “Annals,” 
xv. 44, says that the Christians re- 
ceived the name from Christ, who 
was condemned to death by the 
procurator Pontius Pilate. 

St. Paul’s bona fide letters in the 
New Testament are the best evidence 
for his existence. To them must he 
added, however, the witness of the 
Acts of the Apostles and of the Sec- 
ond Epistle of Peter. 

Arthur Drews belongs to that weird 
coterie which holds that Christ was 
a mythical figure and his cult a pre- 
Christian one with which was blended 
some elements of astral worship. 

Dr. Joseph Klausner, a_ learned 
Jewish author, in his recent study of 
“Jesus of Nazareth” asserts that every 
step that Jesus took, everything He 
did, every word He spoke, recall to 
us chiefly by confirmatiqn. though 
sometimes by contradiction, the Pales- 
tine of His time and contemporary 
Jewish life and Pharisaic teaching. 

The shadowy figure which Drews 
portrays is a totally inadequate cause 
for the great movements that sprang 
from Christ’s life and ministry. This 
writer insists that religion must be 
purged of all references to Jesus if 
it is to be pure and efficient, an as-

But did Atlantans scurry toe and 
fro to learn what the signs meant? 
Hardly. They stared. shrugged shoul- 
ders and sighed inaudibly: ‘Another 
campaign—ho -hum !”’ 

They were in error. It wasn't a 
campaign. ‘This is what it indicated: 

The power company was determin- 
ed to ascertain whether or not acci- 
dents could be cut dowa to a mini- 
mum if street car trainmen exercised 
every precaution against. So, adopt- 
ing a plan formulated by Motorman 
J. E. Alberson and placing its super- 
vision upon the shoulders of Safety 
Director W. J. Rountree, this experi- 
ment was tried out: 

One hour eagh day was designated 
as “zero hour.” During that hour, 
trainmen were ordered to exercise the

000. The Bankers’ Trust company 
became owner of the first six of the 
notes, and a Brunswick bank the own- 
er of the last four notes, on July 5, 
1921, Mr. Hager cited. 


Hager Explains Deal. 


Mr. Hager told the jury that the 
ship was sold under foreclosure by 
the trustees and. F, D. Aiken, Sr, 
bought the ship in as trustee for the 
Bankers’ Trust company and the 
Brunswick bank. 

“The security having been foreclosed 
and sold, the $50,000 in notes dated 
April 2, 1919, were then without se- 
curity and ceased to be a lien on the 
ship.” Mr. Hager said. 

“The Brunswtck Shipbuilding com- 
pany had gone out of business and had 
no assets. Therefore the notes were 
worthless. The seeurity was fore- 
closed and gone, an@«the maker cor- 
poration wds insolvent and out of bus- 
iness. After this, the Bankers’ Trust 
company,” he continued, “sold $30,000 
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in participating certificates and repre- 
sented them to be a loan to the Bruns- 
wick Shipbuilding company. No loan 
wes made,” he charged. 

Mr. Hager supported this charge 
with testimony by O. E ly, receiy- 
er of the Bankers’ Trust company, who 
testified that the alleged $30,000 note 
could not be found. and also with testi- 
mony by George Cook, secretary and 
treasurer cf the Brunswick Shipbuild- 
ing company, who swore that the note 
was never executed after ,the fore 
closure and that the $30,000 loan was 
not made. Mr. Aiken, president of 
the Brunswick bank, also wag intro- 
duced and gave testimony in Support 
of the district attorney’s charges. 

The district attorney charged in his 
opening statement that defendants 
falsely represented the alleged $30,000 
loan and lien on the vessel.

RADIO BILL TO END 
CHAS, HOOVER SAYS

Washincton, February 24.—Enact- | 


ment of radio legislation will make 
it possible to clear up eventually “the 
chaos of interference and howls in 
radio reception,” according to a state- 
ment issued today by Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover. 


“The new commission, which is to 
determine who shall have litenses to 
broadcast, at what times and with 
what power, will no doubt require 
some months to make rearrangements 
of broadeasting stations which will 
be necessary,” said Mr. Hepver. “It 
will require some patience on the 
part of listeners while the commis- 
sion works out the problem. 

“There are today 733 broadcasting 
for public entertainment and _ infor- 
mation and there are a total of 18,- 
119 radio sending stations of all sorts. 

“This new act makes a fundamen- 
tal change in the whole radio system. 
Every license for radio transmission 
now outstanding is automatically ter- 
minated. This applies to the whole 
18.119 stations—broadcasting, ama- 
teur, trans-oceanic and all others. No 
new licenses can be issued and no ac- 
tion can be taken upon applications 
now pending until the commission is 
formed. 


“Owners of licensed stations may 
under the law continue to operate 
them for a period of 60 days without 
incurring the penalties provided in the 
act for unlicensed operation. Every 
station ov. ‘rt who desires to operate 
after the 60-day period mst apply 
to the commission for new license, 
and should do so within the 60 days.

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The Day in Finance Recent Bull Markets Attrib- 


uted to Masterly Manipula- 
tion in Hands of Big Pools. 


New York, February 24.—Old- 
timors in Wall street do not hesitate 
in admitting that they have never 
seen a stock market handled better 


than the one that has been witnessed 
since the upturn in prices following 
the lower level for the year made the 
last week of January. Without cir- 
culating rumors or tips the rails are 
taken in hand and advanced and then 
industrials, or coppers or oils are 
taken up giving the market as a whole 
the appearance of great strength. 
Yesterday active trading switched 
from rails to industrials. Today there 
was a switch back to rails with cop- 
pers also taken in hand. 

In previous ways, bull stock mar- 
kets have been known as Livermore 
or Baruch, or Gates, or Harriman 
markets. No names are being connect- 
ed with the existing upward pri e 
swings to a new high average price 
for all time. 

In the old days when there were 
widely recognized individual leaders 
in bull markets the list of active 
stocks numbered around 150. Now 
there are between 500 and 600 active 
stecks. Pools working together are 
now taking the place of the old in- 
dividual market leaders. 

Pool in St. Paul. 

It was learned today that a power- 
ful pool is getting ready to operate 
in St. Paul. Members of this very 
rich pool are confident that the price 
can be advanced before the assess- 
ment is called for. The understand- 
ing in Wall street is that the bank- 
ers behind the reorganization in St. 
Paul are going to waii until congress 
adjourns before taking any active 
steps in declarin_, the reorganizaticn 
effective.
